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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: While applicant has pointed out a typographical 
error in that it is not reference 87 that corresponds to the claimed blocking member and is correct that leg 87 is part of the firing pin of 
Lenkarski et al. it is noted that the reference of Lenkarski et al. discloses the claimed invention. The safety device as disclosed by 
Lenkarski et al comprises a blocking member that is moveable into and out of engagement with leg 87 (part of the firing pin of Lenkarski et. 
al.) and an actuator that disengages the clocking member from the firing pin (leg 87) when the magazine is inserted in the pistol and 
engages the blocking emmber with the firing pin when the magazine is removed from the pistol so that the firing pin is prevented from 
moving toward and contacting a cartridge in the chamber. For example element 30 is a blocking member and element 40 or 20 is an 
actuator. 
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
